Mr. A. S.C. Comber and Mr. 
J. M. d’Almada Remedios, dé. 
fence counsel, contended that 
the present summonses were 
for common assault, but Mr. 
Shaftain had brought out cer- 
tain allegations of assault 
which would require fresh 
summonses instead of being in- 
cluded in the present ones. 
They asserted that the allega- 
dlons brought out in the open- 
ing were irrelevant to the 
atanding summonscs. 

Mr, F, X. d'Almada pointed 
out to Mr. Shaftain that accord- 
ing to the Magistrates Ordin-~ 
ance there should only be one 
complaint on one summons or 
one charge, and suggested that 
Mr. Shaftain consult Crown 
Counsel regarding the question 
of standing by the present sum- 
monses or of bringing up fresh 
ones relative to the assault in 
the station as alleged. 

The defendants, Sub-Inspector 
N.A. Clarke, Det. PC Lau Hol- 
nam and PC Chan Po-wah, were 
charged with nssaulting Kwan 
Bhlng, unlawfully and injuriously 
imprisoning ‘him and detaining 
hin for 12 hours against his will 
on Feb. 6. 

‘Mr, Hin Shing Lo Is defending 
Chan, whilq Mr, Comber and Mr. 
Remedios represented Clarke and 
Lau, respectively. 

. Shaftaln, before making 
Ms’ opening address, told the 
Court that at the first hearing 
there were objections by 
the ‘defence to his position aos 
complainant and ns prosecutor at 
the same time. After consultations 
with Crown Counsel and much 
discussion it, had been decided 
that the first summonses were bad 
and that Kwan Shing, the person 
alleged to have been assaulted by 
defendants,'should make the com- 
plaint and that he (Mr. Shaftain) 
was entitled to prosecute. 


Two Roasons 
"The summonses against the 
three _ police 
brought to Court, Mr. Shaftain 

atated, for two reasons. 
 Bleatly, because of thelr 
wertousness and the dlegraceful

Objection 


Mr. Comber strongly abjected

was no other assault charge to 
Meceseitate the allegation. 
Continuing, Mr. Shaftain sald 
Kwan was then accused of being 
a member of a triad society.

Prospects for Japanese raw 
silk and habutae are believed to 
be extremely good this year, 
with foreign demand expected 
to be equivalent to about 100, 000 
bsles and domestic: demand _ to 
70,000 bales, according ‘ to To- 
kyo's leading commercial daily 
“Nihon Kafzal.’”" 

The trade expects foreign or- 
ders for row silk alone for 50,000 
tales, the paper continues, while 
fcreign orders for hnbutae at 
Present mount to 60 millon 
square metres, equivalent § to 
110,000 bales of silk.

War In The Air 


May 16: The general military 
situation causes us some anxiety. 
War in the air {# becoming more 
and mote bitter from day to day. 

The day raids are creating ex- 
traordinary difficultics. Thus, for 
instance, at Kiel, we found very 
serious damuge to naval installa- 
tions. 

It we find no proper antidote 
for these day raids, we shall have 
to face exceptionally serious con- 
sequences which in the long run 
will prove unbearable. 

Developments in submarine war- 
fore are very disagreable. Our 
submarines again .made contact 
with various convoys, but soon 
had to give up as the “enemy's 
defence was exceptionally strong. 
No worth-while ships were sunk. 

It this continucs, we shall have 
to accustom ourselves to the 
thought that submarine warfare, 
at least for the present, has taken 
an unfavourable turn. 

May 17: ‘Judging by reports 
our captured soldiers in Tunis are 
being treated relatively well.

These “underwater cruisers” will be-able to remain 
under the sea for a month at a time and will 
have a range of several thousand miles. Their 
deck armament will Include rocket guns cap- 
able of terrific concentrated fire. . 


Britain's Board of Admiralty 
considers that the submarine fs 
still os great a menace as it was 
in the past two wars, and that 
whatever economies have been 
made in the surface fiects, there 
is to be none in regard to future 
submarine development. 

“Of all the various arms of 
the Royal Navy, the submarine 
service is the only one which 
will not be affected by the re. 
eent Fleet reductions,” an Ad- 
miralty spokesman in London 
told Reuters. 

“In fact, it is to be maintain- 
ed on a basis slightly exceeding 
its pre-war strength.” 

Some 36 submarines are to be 
malntained in full, commission, 
with 29 In reserve—n total of 65, 
In 1938, Britain had 60 sub- 
marines in commisston.

‘UNO CHARTER 


A move to scrap the 


Washington, Apr- 12. 
United Nations Charter in 


favour of an airtight alliance against the 
threat of Sovict military aggression will be- 


launched inthe Senate today. 


It faces the 


stern opposition of. Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall and Sonate President Arthur H. 


Vandenberg.

both political parties and about one-fifth of

It embraces the 


most detailed scheme for a veto-proof alliance 
against aggression yet presented in. Congress 
and calls for mandatory reduction of nationa 


armaments, 

The stand of Marshall and 
Vandenberg is expected § to 
doom any chance for enactment, 
but the sponsors believe the 
resolution will serve to promote 
‘discussion both within and 
without Congress, 


Senator Homer Ferguson will 
sponsor the proposal with a 
Senate speech and o news con- 
ference.

an advhnee draft of Ferguson’s 
resolution: 


Four Points 


(1) The new Security Council 
will be composed of 10 states 
with the United States, Britain 
and Russia having a predominant 
volee and each holding two votes. 
France and China would be relo- 
wated to minor roles with a single 
vote cach,. 2 

(2) The present - Big Power 
veto over’ Security Council deci- 
sions would be walved in dealing 
with actual military aggressions. 
The veto also would not apply 
in punishing violators of agree- 
ments covering the production of

China’s minority races and 
tribes from remote border re- 
gions of the country are or- 
ganising an Association for the 
Protection of Minority Rights 
aimed ultimately at securing 
vegional autonomy, it -was dis- 
losed today. 


The presence in Nanking of 
woveral hundred delegates from 
tinorlty groups offered an oppor- 
tunity’ for the “formation of an 
associntion by:minority leaders, 
who are ‘known to feol that the 
constitution docs not provide a 
satisfactory solution to tho min- 
ority problem. . 


Tho Association so far ls com- 
posed of the following delegates: 
Mongolia 52, Sinkiang 70, Y¥ 
tribes 17, Tibetans 40, Manchus 
17 and Chinese Moslems’ 17%. 


The Association has not yet an-= 
nounced its immediate plang nor 
published o programme, but it is 
expected . the — organisation—~ will 
attempt to start full-scale debate
